The California lawyer said he was 
recruited for his trickery by former 
White House aid<*s Dwight L Chapin 
and Gordon Straehan and paid a salary 
of $16,(KH) yearly and about $40,000 in 
expenses by Herbert W 
Kalmbach, 
President Nixon’s onetim e personal 
lawyer. 
Segretti testified that his activities 
during the 1972 Florida prim ary in 
eluding distribution of a phony letter on 
cam paign stationery of Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie that accused two other 
Democratic presidential candidates of 
sexual misconduct. 
He pleaded guilty in federal court 
Monday to three m isdem eanor counts 
in co n n e c tio n 
with 
the 
political 
sabotage he undertook in the Florida 
prim ary. 
Segretti 
said 
the 
letter 
on 
the 
stationery of the Maine senator was his 
own idea, not prompted by any other 
person. “ It was not my desire to have 
anyone believe the letter, but, iastead, 
it was intended to cre a te confusion 
am o ng 
the 
various 
c a n d id a te s ,” 
Segretti said. 


He said he wished “ to apologize 
publicly for this stupid a c t.’’ 
S e g re tti sa id he r e c r u ite d a s ­ 
sistants around the country to picket 
vario u s 
D e m o cra tic 
c a n d id a te s, 
“ recruit persons to ask h a rd questions 
at news conferences and to obtain the 
travel schedules of the various Demo­ 
cratic candidates.’’ 


He asked that the com m ittee not 
compel him to nam e publicly all of the 
people he recruited. “ Most of these 
persons a re completely innocent of any 
wrongdoing,” Segretti said. 
Declaring that his activities “ have 
been blown out of all proportion by the

Fuel allocation 
decision rapped 
as not enough' 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— The ad­ 
m inistration’s decision to control the 
distribution of home heating oil has 
prompted questions about whether the 
action has come early enough and goes 
far enough to prevent shortages this 
winter. 
T hree D e m o c ra tic c o n g re ss m e n 
answer no to both questions, but an 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
c o n s u m e r 
spokeswom an says yes. 
The W hite House announced Tuesday 
im m ediate mandatory allocations on 
propane gas and said it would impose 
the controls on distillate oils within a 
few weeks. 
The distillate oils include diesel fuel, 
jet fuel, kerosene and the hom e heating 
oil especially needed in the cold win­ 
ters of New England an d the upper 
Midwest. 
Sen. E dw ard M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
quickly sent a letter to the President 
charging 
that 
the adm inistration’s 
delay in applying m andatory allocation 
to home heating oil “ has precipitated a 
crisis for the N ortheast.” 
“What that means is that my con­ 
stituents a re going to go cold this 
w inter,’’ Kennedy wrote. 
But 
V irg in ia 
H. 
K n a u e r, 
the 
P r e s id e n t’s sp ecial a s s is ta n t for 
consum er affairs, disputed Kennedy’s 
claim. 


“The P resident’s action is designed 
to ensure that those with the greatest 
energy needs a re served first. This will 
not be a winter where A m erican fami­ 
lies are left out in the cold,” she said. 
Another M assachusetts Democrat, 
Rep. T orbert Macdonald, said the 
adm inistration plan “ offers a bandaid 
where m ajo r surgery is required.” 
Macdonald, chairm an of a House 
power subcom m ittee, urged passage of 
legislation, already approved by the 
Senate, which would require the Presi­ 
dent to impose m andatory allocations 
on a broad range of petroleum products 
including gasoline. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
c h a irm a n of the S e n a te In te rio r 
Committee, also urged a complete 
m andatory allocation program . He 
said the White House action was only 
"a piecem eal approach.”

President’s Energy Policy Office, had 
held out against m andatory allocations 
throughout the sum m er, urging the oil 
industry to m ake a voluntary program 
work.

heating oil this winter and bad weather 
or other ad v erse conditions could make 
that shortage worse.

Nixon backs 
Petersen 
M ilk price hike 
felt by Ohioans 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — F a rm e rs 
have 
b o o sted 
p ric e s 
to 
milk 
wholesalers, and the price hike is 
showing up in dairy cases all over Ohio. 
The increase by the Central Ohio 
Cooperative 
Milk 
P ro d u c e rs 
Association took effect Monday. The 
hundredweight price went up 60 cents 
to $9 21, an increase of about 5.2 cents 
per gallon. 
Donald Zehr, an economist with the 
association, said the day of cheap milk 
may be gone forever. 
Ile said farm ers need higher prices 
for raw milk to cover steadily rising 
costs of equipment, services and feed. 
A sim ilar price hike w as announced 
by Milk, Inc , a dairy fa r m e r s ’ group 


near Cleveland. The hike was passed 
along by wholesalers and retailers in 
northern Ohio as well. 
M onday’s prices for raw milk per 
hundredweight compared with $7.35 in 
February, Zehr said. 
Cleveland-area stores reported half 
gallons of milk were selling in dairy 
cases for from 55 to 63 cents. Last year, 
the price was 45 cents. 
Bowman Dairy of Columbus says the 
farm e rs’ price hike was passed along 
as 
federal 
law 
perm its. 
But 
a 
spokesman said the firm has had to 
absorb rising costs of packaging, labor 
and transportation. 
Columbus Big Bear stores raised 
milk prices six cents on the shelves. 
Big B e a r’s dairy buyer, William 
Reeeb, said passing along rising raw 
m aterial costs doesn’t alleviate the 
pinch other rising costs have put on 
profits. 
He said the chain is petitioning the 
Cost of Living Council for relief. 
Zehr said rising retail food costs are 
bast'd on high demand, especially from 
foreign m arkets. But he says arti­ 
ficially low prices here also are to 
blame. 
“ We still pay only 16 to 1H per cent of 
our take home pay for food T h at’s low 
com pared to the rest of the world " 
Zehr said consumers will have to pay 
enough to cover fa rm e rs ’ costs of 
p rod uction 
or 
w atch 
p rod uction 
decline 
“The ultim ate price (otherwise) will 
be fewer products to choose from in the 
dairy c a s e ,” In* said.

JACKSONVILLE. Fla (AP) - Two 
men wanted in the January mass 
execution of seven Hanafi Moslems in a 
Washington, D.C.. home are jailed in 
Jacksonville in lieu of $500,000 bond 
each. 
The FBI announced that it had 
arrested John Wesley Griffin. 28. and 
William Christian. 29. in a Jacksonville 
apartment on Tuesday. 
Along with five other persons, Griffin 
and Christian have been indicted on 
charges of m urdering the seven 
Moslems, five of them children, in a 
W ashington 
home 
owned 
bv 
professional basketball star Kareem 
AbdulJabbar. 


The FBI said Christian and Griffin, 
both formerly of Philadelphia, ap­ 
parently had been living in Jackson­ 
ville since August. It said the men, both 
black, were in possession of a pistol 
when arrested, but did not offer 
resistance. They w ere arraigned 
before a U.S. magistrate.

The northwest Washington home in 
which the slayings occurred on Jan. 18 
was used as a headquarters for the 
Hanafi Moslem sect. 
Police described the slayings as an 
execution and members of the Hanafi 
sect, which claims 1,000 members, 
charged they were the work of Black 
Muslims 
angered 
over 
Hanafi 
criticism of Muslim leader Elijah 
Mohammed 


The seven Hanafi victims, all of them 
black, were found in mid afternoon, 
and police said at least four black men 
were seen running from the residence, 
which is in a fashionable neighborhood 


Two women, including the daughter 
of Dr. 
Reginal Hawk Iqs, a North 
Carolina civil rights leader, also were 
shot but survived

Besides that difference, there were 
at least two other areas which Matia 
said Gilligan neglected.

The senator said, however, that 
despite the differences he feels there is 
room for negotiations and that “ there 
is a good chance for some very drastic 
reforms.”

Another View 


The chief of the Army’s alcohol 
and drug policy division has offered 
some shocking figures on drinking 
among officers and enlisted men 
His figures also serve to remind us 
that, as in American society 
generally, alcohol abuse far outruns 
narcotics abuse as a problem to be 
dealt with 
Tile Army's drinking problem is 
even worse, proportionately, than 
that of society at large Brig den 


l^eslie R Forney Jr has told a 
House

committee that 20 per cent of the

officers in a representative sam 
pling of Army per son md 
were 
considered heavy, or “ binge,” 
drinkers. Another 16 per cent of the 
officers, he said, were put down as 
problem drinkers. 
With regard to enlisted men the 
situation is almost unbelievably bad, 
according to the Army’s alcohol and 
drug policy chief Thirty-one per 
cent of those surveyed were plated 
in the heavy or binge drinker class; 
39 per cent were classified as 
problem drinkers. That rounds out 
to 70 per cent 


Even when allowances art* made 


for the fact that tins was a random 
sampling, not a carefully weighed 
scientific study, the results come as 
a shock The evidence of heavy 
drinking makes drug abuse appear 
to be a comparatively 
minor 


problem in the Army This is not to 
say that the drug problem can be 
shrugged off; not a bit of it, But it 
seems clear that even more em­ 
phasis than at present should be 
given to curbing excessive use of 
alcohol An institution in which such 
a high percentage of personnel drink 
tot! much bas a serious problem.

For more than 15 years, Prof Daniel 
J. Boorstin — who was most recently 
director of the National Museum of 
History and Technology of the 
Smithsonian Institution, and professor 
of history at the University of Chicago 
for 25 previous years 
has been at 
work on his special vision of the 
development of American civilization 
The first two volumes: 
“ The 
Americans — the Colonial Ex­ 
perience;” and “ The Americans 
the 
National 
Experience” 
(Random 
House) took Boorstin's story up to the 
20th Century . 
Now the final volume; 
“ Th** 
Americans — the Democratic Ex­ 
perience;” is out, and predictable the 
center of controversy It has been 
denounced as an annotated catalogue 
of the Museum of Science and Industry, 
and Boorstin has been criticized as an 
eccentric who simply doesn t know 
what history is all about. 


AT F IR S T REA D IN G , there is a 
certain persuasiveness about the 
critiques What can one make of a 
volume about the “Democratic Ex­ 
perience that never remotely touches 
on politics? 
If one confined 
his 
historical analysis of our social history 
to a reading of Boorstin, Thomas Alva 
Edison would loom over Franklin D 
Rossevelt as a principal figure in the 
transformation of American society. 
If there is any reference to 


ideological conflicts in this volume. I 
have missed it 
and I am a very close 
reader 
Does Boorstin really then 
believe 
that 
the 
“ packaging 
revolution” in foodstuffs was more 
significant than the Fair Labor 
Standards Act?, 
Simple-minded reviewers seemed 
to think so, but their problem is that 
they have never grasped Boorstin's 
overview, which is most cogently 
presented in his volume on "The 
Colonial Experience ” 
There is a fundamental theoretical 
posture: Boorstin is one of the most 
talented anti-intellectual intellectuals 
since St. Augustine 
He considers 
ideology to be clap trap, and is con­ 
vinced that the strength of American 
society has precisely developed from 
the average American’s total lack of 
interest in high theory. 
Americans, he persistently em­ 
phasizes, are “ Go Getters.” people 
ready at the drop of a hat to chuck 
historical luggage overboard and start 
from square one. 
Here a classic example was John 
Wesley Hyatt, who invented celluloid. 
“ Since he was not a chemist (Boorstin 
writes), he did not realize that he 
might easily have blown himself up by 
heating guncotton under pressure, and 
he had not been discouraged by the 
earlier failures of English plastics 
chemists, because he did not even 
know of them.” 


istory 


P l T IN its proper conceptual con­ 
text. what Boorstin has written is an 
underground history of American 
civilization. Never a man to hedge his 
l>cts. he has, with, one suspects, a 
certain perverse joy, ruthlessly put 
down the political process. 


This at times leads him to fall out of 
the other side of the bed and sound like 
a technological determinist (like Earl 
Marx, who observed a demonstration 
of electricity in ISSI and wrote his 
friend Engels, “ Electricity will give us 
socialism” ). 


But the fundamental thrust of his 
argument 
is 
clear: 
Americans 
achieved what they did by pragmatic 
techniques, not by cosmological in­ 
sights. 


Although I obviously disagree 
strongly with a number of Boorstin’s 
premises, I have always found his work 
fascinating and some of his incidental 
insights — which are casually thrown 
off — positively stunning. 


This series is not easy reading, but I 
strongly recommend it as an antidote 
to the works of others (including me) 
who tend to treat the development of 
American civilization as a process 
conducted almost exclusively in the 
political arena. 


Besides, who knows? In the year 3000 
Edison may in retrospect seem to have 
been a far greater figure than EDR 
T H E S E D A Y S . . . b y J o h n Chamberlain 
Watergate and the pitiable Cubans 


In spite of the fact that there was no 
solid justification, either moral or 
pragmatic, for the Watergate tapping 
expedition, E. Howard Hunt Jr. came 
out of the Ervin committee hearings 
with some shred of dignity. He thought 
he was going to find evidence of 
foreign, meaning ("astroite Cuban, 
tampering with the U.S. electoral 
process, which establishes the patriotic 
character of his motivation. 
The thinking behind this was, of 
course, more or less brainless:why 
would Democratic Committee boss 
Larry O Brien, a real pro, leave 
identifiable Castroite checks in a 
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Watergate cash box or permit any 
long-distance telephone conversations 
with Havana to be carried on over his 
wire? 
The Hunt assumption of stupidity on 
the part of O’Brien’s pros in the period 
before the McGovern takeover was 
itself stupid. 
Nevertheless Hunt remains a pitiable 
figure:he thought he was doing 
something for the good of his country. 


SINCE a romanticism based on 
ignorance 
is 
no 
excuse 
for 
lawbreaking. 
Hunt 
presumably 
deserves some sort of sentence. But 
what about Bernard L. Barker and the 
other Miami, Fla., residents with the 
anti-Castro Cuban connections who had 
l>een recruited 
by Hunt 
for 
the 
Watergate break-in? They are even 
more pitiable than Hunt, who allowed 
them to believe they were doing a 
legally sanctioned job for the U.S. Hunt 
himself apparently believed that the 
operation was “ plugged in” to the FBI 
through G. Gordon Biddy, a former 
FBI agent 
The reason 
for Barker’s par­ 
ticipation in the Watergate fiasco 
comes clear in Hunt’s new book, “ Give 
Us This Day,” w hich is hot off the press 
at Arlington House Publishers in New 
Rochelle, V Y . Hunt was sent to the 
Miami area to maintain a CIA con­ 
nection with the anti-Castro political 
community while the Bay of Pigs ex­ 
pedition was shaping up at a coffee 
hnca, or plantation, in the mountains of 
Guatemala. 
In a remarkable article in National 
Review, Miles Copeland, a former CIA 
man,says that Hunt was never a 
real CIA agent. According to Copeland, 
Hunt was just a “ desk man whose 
operational experience consisted of 
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m 
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kibitzing, from an administrative 
standpoint, some of the operations into 
Cuba.” Hunt doesn’t tell it this way 
himself, but this is neither here nor 
there insofar as Bernard Barker is 
concerned. 
Barker was Hunt’s assistant in 
handling the anti-Castro Cubans in 
Miami. An Air Force veteran of World 
War II. he had survived a German 
prison camp and had returned to 
Havana after 1945 with his Cuban wife. 
The CIA persuaded him to join the 
Havana police force in order to keep 
track of Cuban antisubversive ac­ 
tivities. He thereby lost his U.S. 
citizenship, but he did yeoman work for 
the cause of freedom by exfiltrating 
refugees from the Castro tyranny. 


N A T U R A L LY B A R K E R was gun-ho 
about the Eisenhower decision to 
help the anti-Castro exiles capture a 
beachhead and raise Cuba against the 
Communists. He loyally served Hunt 
and the CIA in Miami. “ Many days,” 
so Hunts writes, “ he was with me 
around the clock, and overall his help 
was invaluable.” 
Being the loyal man he was, loyal to 
the anti-Castro cause, loyal to U.S. 
interests as he saw them, and loyal to 
Hunt as a friend, Barker was easily 
recruited for W’atergate. He conveyed 
his enthusiasm to the Miami Cubans 
who agreed to help.

NKW YORK (AP) 
NBC’s latest 
contributions to television law and 
order. “ The Magician’’ and “ Police 
Story," got underway last night The 
first was a trad fantasy in need of a 
magic wand the size of a baseball hat 
But “ Police Story,’’ created by Sgt 
Joseph Wambaugh of the I^os Angeles 
Police Department, was an entirely 
different matter. It was that rarest of 
all television birds a good, solid cop 
show 
I don’t know if it’s because Wam­ 
baugh is story consultant on the series, 
but the show omitted two things that 
are standard gear on most police 
shows frequent gunfire and 90-mile 
an-hour chase scenes. 
If this keeps up, other television 
writers may accuse Wambaugh of 
pandering to crass realism. 


The opening “ Police Story” rolled 
out a crisp, few punches-pulled yarn 
about a black pimp named Snake 
McKay and his profitable stable of 
prostitutes in Los Angeles, 
James Farentino starred—the series 
has no regular cast 
as an undercover 
cop assigned to get the goods on Snake, 
played to oily, double-crossing, jive- 
talking perfection by Fred Williamson. 
In the show, Farentino poses as a 
pimp who needs six beauties from 
McKay’s stable for a deal in Hawaii 
and Japan. And he meets Snake’s top 
aide and house madam, portrayed by 
Elizabeth Ashley. 
He gives her a big, con-artist rush, 
only to find himself attracted to her 
and she to him. Which makes it a bit 
sticky, since his off-duty hours arc 
spent with a divorcee (Janet Margolin) 
who wants marriage. 
This also could have proved a bit 
sticky in the dialogue department, but 
the scenes worked reasonably well- 
each a nicely etched, bittersweet vig­ 
nette about the emotional conflicts of 
being a cop. 


It was a well-acted, fast-moving 
show and seems off to a fine start. The

is 
true 
of 
“ The 
Magician,” which preceded “ Police 
Story” and wasted the talents of Bill 
Bixby, cast as a prestidigator who 
hates injustice. 
He should have thrown a rabbit at the 
author of last night’s mess, which 
concerned a 
crusading columnist s 
attempt to expose the gambling

and dumb, this shoe’s been around 
since ’63.

“ Anyone who makes a mess of 
economic policy should be relieved and 
marked down as a 
failure,” 
said 
G albraith , a 
Dem ocrat 
He also 
nominated for retirement the chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, Herbert Stein. 
The professor, who more than 
coincidentally is promoting his 17th 
book, “ Economics & the Public Pur­ 
pose," branded present economic 
policy as “ the most inept since Herbert 
Hoover,” 
and 
Shultz’s 
impact 
as 
“ zero.” 
“ I think economists should be held 
responsible for their actions,” he said, 
reminding a small group at an author's 
reception that when prices rose in 
World W ar II the public held the Office 
of Price Administration responsible. 
Galbraith 
said 
current 
economic 
policy, which leans heavily on interest 
rates as a means of suppressing in­ 
flationary spending, involves a fraud 
“ We do have controls,” he conceded, 
“ but they’re administered by people 
who don’t believe in them. It’s like 
putting a prostitute in charge of the 
vice squad." 
Taxation was considered politically 
unpopular, he said, partly because 
‘ increased taxes have to hit the higher 
spending 
b rack e ts." 
And 
fiscal 
restraint as a means of controlling 
inflation, he said, is usually com­ 
promised by other considerations, such 
as defense. 
“ So this means they're conducting 
economic policy only on interest rates, 
running the economy on no controls 
other than those available to Herbert 
Hoover and saying that we have con­ 
trols. This is where the fraud comes 
in.” 
Higher interest rates, he said, are 
discriminatory because the poor are 
borrowers and the rich lenders, and are 
uncertain in their impact. 
A fundamental defect in the Shultz 
and Stein approach, he said, is that 
they base policy on their own optimistic 
forecasts. 
In directing policy, he maintained, 
you cannot act on the basis of what you 
hope or expect but instead you should 
deal with realities, changing policy 
when the realities change. 
Although 
he 
never 
had 
the op­ 
portunity to adm inister economic 
policy, even though he has served in 
several government positions and was 
influential 
in the 
Kennedy 
admin­ 
istration. Galbraith said 
he knows 
precisely w hat he would do if he were in 
charge now. 
His basic program would consist of a 
tax increase on upper incomes, a stiff 
monetary policy and controls, with 
some form of aid to the jobless in the 
weakest areas of the economy.

A Columbus computer expert ex­ 
plained the basic operation of the 
complex m achines to m em ber of the 
Washington C.H. Rotary Club at their 
noon luncheon Tuesday in the Country 
Club. 
Donald Burton, an 
electronic data 
processing 
co nsultant 
with

Co. 
in* 
Columbus, told Rotarians that the 
operation of a computer boils down to*. 
three basic functions. They are imput, 
which concerns obtaining the desired 
inform ation 
to 
be 
analyzed; ; 
processing, which is the com puter’s 
work such as figuring payrolls, and 
output, which is having the information A 
returned. 
Burton said the computer field has 
grown rapidly in the last 15 years and • 
is still continuing to grow. He noted 
that in 1958 there were only 2,000 in the 
United States, but now there are bet­ 
ween 85,000 and 90,009. 
The cost of the com puters is o n e > 
drawback, but Burton pointed out that 
most com puters are used on a re n ta l. 
basis. He said it is possible 
to rent 
computers for $1,000 per month while 
some organizations, 
especially 
the 
federal government, rents com puters 
for approximately $1 million a month. 
Burton said it is im portant for 
businessmen to determ ine their need1 
for computers. He listed three rules ot' 
thumb as a guide in determ ining th a t» 
need. They were (I) figure exactly* 
what kind of data is needed (2) decide 
what is being done now to obtain the 
information and (3) figure the present 
cost with the cost of renting a com­ 
puter.

(AP) — Three British 
frigates and three unarmed naval tugs 
prepared to sail out of disputed fishing 
waters around Iceland today and avert 
for the moment Iceland’s threat to 
break diplom atic relations with her 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
ally. 


The frigates and the big tugs were 
not to return home, however. They 
were ordered to begin patrolling just 
outside the 50-mile lim it unilaterally 
proclaimed by Iceland 13 months ago. 


Prime Minister Edward Heath of 
Britain 
warned that 
the 
warships 
would m ove back inside the disputed 
zone if Icelandic gunboats renewed 
their harassm ent of British trawlers. 
The trawlers are defying Iceland’s 
orders to stay clear of the fishing 
grounds. 


Iceland said its four grey gunboats 
would go on hunting what it calls pirate 
trawlers fishing in the 50-mile zone. 
Britain,

recognizes a 12-mile territorial limit. 
Iceland maintains it must have ex­ 
clusive fishing rights in all waters 
within 50 m iles of its border to main­ 
tain its vital fishing industry.

Fuel allocation 
decision rapped 
as 'not enough’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The ad­ 
ministration’s decision to control the 
distribution of home heating oil has 
prompted questions about whether the 
action has come early enough and goes 
far enough to prevent shortages this 
winter. 
Three Democratic congressmen 
answer no to both questions, but an 
a d m i n i s t r a t i o n 
c o n s u m e r 
spokeswoman says yes. 
The White House announced Tuesday 
immediate mandatory allocations on 
propane gas and said it would impose 
the controls on distillate oils within a 
few weeks. 
The distillate oils include diesel fuel, 
jet fuel, kerosene and the home heating 
oil especially needed in the cold win­ 
ters of New England and the upper 
Midwest. 
Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
quickly sent a letter to the President 
charging that the administration’s 
delay in applying mandatory allocation 
to home heating oil “ has precipitated a 
crisis for the Northeast.’’ 
“ What that means is that my con­ 
stituents are going to go cold this 
winter,’’ Kennedy wrote. 
But 
Virginia 
H. 
Knauer, 
the 
President’s special assistant for 
consumer affairs, disputed Kennedy’s 
claim. 


“ The President’s action is designed 
to ensure that those with the greatest 
energy needs are served first. This will 
not be a winter where American fami­ 
lies are left out in the cold,” she said. 
Another Massachusetts Democrat, 
Rep. Torbert Macdonald, said the 
administration plan “ offers a bandaid 
where major surgery is required.” 
Macdonald, chairman of a House 
power subcommittee, urged passage of 
legislation, already approved by the 
Senate, which would require the Presi­ 
dent to impose mandatory allocations 
on a broad range of petroleum products 
including gasoline. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, D-Wash., 
chairman of the Senate Interior 
Committee, also urged a complete 
mandatory allocation program. He 
said the White House action was only 
“ a piecemeal approach.”

Love, director of the 
President’s Energy Policy Office, had 
held out against mandatory allocations 
throughout the summer, urging the oil 
industry to make a voluntary program 
work.

estimated the nation may be short of at 
least 100,000 barrels per day of home 
heating oil this winter and bad weather 
or other adverse conditions could make 
that shortage worse.

Watergate witness makes public apology 
Segretti bares 'dirty tricks1 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
Political 
saboteur Donald H. Segretti today 
listed for the Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee 
the 
tricks 
he 
pulled 
on 
Democrats last year and publicly 
apologized for his activities. They were 
“ wrong and have no place in the 
American political system,” Segretti 
said. 
The California lawyer said he was 
recruited for his trickery by former 
White House aides Dwight L. Chapin 
and Gordon Strachan and paid a salary 
of $16,000 yearly and about $40,000 in 
expenses by Herbert W. Kalmbach, 
President Nixon’s onetime personal 
lawyer. 
Segretti testified that his activities 
during the 1972 Florida primary in­ 
cluding distribution of a phony letter on 
campaign stationery of Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie that accused two other 
Democratic presidential candidates of 
sexual misconduct. 
He pleaded guilty in federal court 
Monday to three misdemeanor counts 
in connection with the political 
sabotage he undertook in the Florida 
primary. 
Segretti 
said the letter on the 
stationery of the Maine senator was his 
own idea, not prompted by any other 
person. “ It was not my desire to have 
anyone believe the letter, but, instead, 
it was intended to create confusion 
among the various candidates,” 
Segretti said. 


He said he wished “ to apologize 
publicly for this stupid act.” 
Segretti said he recruited as­ 
sistants around the country to picket 
various 
Democratic 
candidates, 
“ recruit persons to ask hard questions 
at news conferences and to obtain the 
travel schedules of the various Demo­ 
cratic candidates.” 


He asked that the committee not 
compel him to name publicly all of the 
people he recruited. “ Most of these 
persons are completely innocent of any 
wrongdoing,” Segretti said.

Democratic Baltimore city councilman 
now doing publicity for an engineering 
firm, declined to answer questions last 
Thursday when the 22-member jury 
started hearing evidence against 
Agnew. 
“ This whole damned thing is un- 
American,” Muth told a newsman. He 
confirmed he was being recalled, had 
been ordered to bring in his personal 
records for 1960-72, and told that he 
must testify or face a jail term for 
contempt. 
The jury is probing alleged political 
corruption in Maryland. The Agnew 
phase of the investigation centers on 
charges of bribery, extortion, con­ 
spiracy and tax violations while he was 
Baltimore County executive and 
governor during the 1960s. 
Agnew has branded as “ damned 
lies” allegations that he received kick­ 
backs, sometimes in the guise of 
campaign contributions, from con­ 
tractors doing business with the state. 
The New York Times reported that 
lawyers for Agnew would meet in 
secret today with U.S. District Judge 
Walter E. Hoffman in an effort to set up 
an inquiry into leaks of information 
about the investigation.

Senate O K s 
$1.2 billion 
foreign aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate 
has passed the smallest foreign 
economic aid authorization bill in 27 
years. 
The $1.2-billion bill now goes to a 
conference with the House, which 
approved $1.6 billion for economic aid 
as part of a $2.8- billion military- 
economic aid package. The Senate last 
June passed a separate $770 million 
military aid bill. 
Final passage of the economic aid 
bill, with emphasis shifted to meeting 
human needs in the world’s poorest 
nations, came on a 54 to 42 roll call vote 
Tuesday night. 
Voting for the bill were 28 Democrats 
and 26 Republicans; 26 Democrats and 
16 Republicans voted against. 
The Senate twice turned back efforts 
to make cuts in the interest of holding 
down on government spending without 
crippling domestic programs. 
A $25-million cut in administrative 
funds, as proposed by Sen. Robert C. 
Byrd, D W.Va , was accepted by voice 
vote. 
The bill would authorize $592 million 
for each of the fiscal years 1974 and 
1975 to be divided among projects in 
food production, rural development, 
nutrition, 
population planning and 
health, education and human resource 
development. 
It would authorize $376 million for 
economic assistance to South Vietnam, 
Laos and Cambodia, and $127.8 million 
for contributions to international 
organizations. 
The Senate adopted amendments by 
Sen. Edward M, Kennedy, D-Mass., 
specifying that priority in Indochina 
aid be given to relief for war orphans 
and other civilian casualties, and 
earmarking $10 million for relief work 
of the international Red Cross in 
Cambodia. 
Adopted by voice vote was an 
amendment by Kennedy 
deploring 
repression of human rights and 
freedom by the military junta in Chile.

Drinking in the Army 


The chief of the Army’s alcohol 
and drug policy division has offered 
some shocking figures on drinking 
among officers and enlisted men. 
His figures also serve to remind us 


that, 
as

generally, alcohol abuse far outruns 
narcotics abuse as a problem to be 
dealt with. 
The Army’s drinking problem is 
even worse, proportionately, than 
that of society at large. Brig Gen. 


Leslie R 
Forney Jr. has told a 
House

sub­ 
committee that 20 per cent of the

officers in a representative sam ­ 
pling 
of 
Army 
personnel 
were 
considered heavy, or “ b inge,” 


drinkers. Another 16 per cent of the 
officers, he said, were put down as 
problem drinkers. 


With regard to enlisted men the 
situation is almost unbelievably bad, 
according to the Army’s alcohol and 
drug policy chief. Thirty-one per 
cent of those surveyed were placed 
in the heavy or binge drinker class; 
39 per cent were classified as 
problem drinkers. That rounds out 
to 70 per cent. 


Even when allowances are made 
for the fact that this was a random 
sampling, not a carefully weighed 
scientific study, the results come as 
a shock 
The evidence of heavy 
drinking makes drug abuse appear 
to be a 
com paratively 
minor 
problem in the Army. This is not to 
say that the drug problem can be 
shrugged off; not a bit of it. But it 
seems clear that even more em ­ 
phasis than at present should be 
given to curbing excessive use of 
alcohol. An institution in which such 
a high percentage of personnel drink 
too much has a serin lls problem.

For more than 15 years, Prof. Daniel 
J. Boorstin — who was most recently 
director of the National Museum of 
History 
and 
Technology 
of 
the 
Smithsonian Institution, and professor 
of history at the University of Chicago 
for 25 previous years — has been at 
work on his special vision of the 
development of American civilization. 
The 
first 
two volum es: 
“ The 
A m ericans 
— 
the 
Colonial 
E x ­ 
perience;'’ and “The Americans — the 
National 
E x p e rie n c e ” 
(Random 
House) took Boorstin’s story up to the 
20th Century. 
Now 
the 
final 
volume; 
‘‘The 
Americans — the Democratic Ex­ 
perience;” is out, and predictable the 
center of controversy. It has been 
denounced as an annotated catalogue 
of the Museum of Science and Industry, 
and Boorstin has been criticized as an 
eccentric who simply doesn’t know 
what history is all about. 


AT FIRST READING, there is a 
certain persuasiveness about the 
critiques. What can one make of a 
volume about the “Democratic Ex­ 
perience” that never remotely touches 
on 
politics?

confined

historical analysis of our social history 
to a reading of Boorstin. Thomas Alva 
Edison would loom over Franklin D. 
Rossevelt as a principal figure in the 
transformation of American society.

ideological conflicts in this volume, I 
have missed it — and I am a very close 
reader. Does Boorstin 
really 
then 
believe 
that 
the 
‘‘packaging 
revolution” in foodstuffs was more 
significant 
than the F a ir 
Labor 
Standards Act?, 
Simple-minded 
reviewers seemed 
to think so, but their problem is that 
they have never grasped Boorstin’s 
overview, which 
is most cogently 
presented in his volume on “The 
Colonial Experience.” 
There is a fundamental theoretical 
posture; Boorstin is one of the most 
talented anti-intellectual intellectuals 
since St. 
Augustine. 
He considers 
ideology to be clap-trap, and is con­ 
vinced that the strength of American 
society has precisely developed from 
the average American’s total lack of 
interest in high theory. 
A m ericans, he persistently em ­ 
phasizes. are “Go Getters,” people 
ready at the drop of a hat to chuck 
historical luggage overboard and start 
from square one. 
Here a classic example was John 
Wesley Hyatt, who invented celluloid. 
“Since he was not a chemist (Boorstin 
writes), he did not realize that he 
might easily have blown himself up by 
heating guncotton under pressure, and 
he had not been discouraged by the 
earlier failures of English plastics 
chemists, because he did not even 
know of them .” 


PUT IN its proper conceptual con­ 
text, what Boorstin has written is an 
underground history of A m erican 
civilization. Never a man to hedge his 
bots, he has, with, one suspects, a 
certain perverse joy, ruthlessly put 
down the political process. 


This at times leads him to fall out of 
the other side of the bed and sound like 
a technological determinist (like Earl 
Marx, who observed a demonstration 
of electricity in 1851 and wrote his 
friend Engels, “Electricity will give us 
socialism ” ). 


But the fundamental thrust of his 
arg u m en t 
is 
clear: 
A m ericans 
achieved what they did by pragmatic 
techniques, not by cosmological in­ 
sights. 


Although 
I 
obviously disagree 
strongly with a number of Boorstin’s 
premises, I have always found his work 
fascinating and some of his incidental 
insights — which are casually thrown 
off — positively stunning. 


This series is not easy reading, but I 
strongly recommend it as an antidote 
to the works of others (including me) 
who tend to treat the development of 
American civilization as a process 
conducted almost exclusively in the 
political arena.

Edison may in retrospect seem to have 
been a far greater figure than FDR.

community while the Bay of Pigs ex­ 
pedition was shaping up at a coffee 
finca, or plantation, in the mountains of 
Guatemala. 
In a remarkable article in National 
Review. Miles Copeland, a former CIA 
man,says that Hunt was never a 
real CIA agent. According to Copeland, 
Hunt was just a “desk man whose 
operational experience consisted of

NATURALLY BARKER was gun-ho 
about 
the 
Eisenhower 
decision 
to 
help the anti-Castro exiles capture a 
beachhead and raise Cuba against the 
Communists. He loyally served Hunt 
and the CIA in Miami. “ Many days,” 
so Hunts writes, “ he was with me 
around the clock, and overall his help 
was invaluable.” 
Being (he loyal man he was, loyal to 
the anti-Castro cause, loyal to U.S. 
interests as he saw them, and loyal to 
Hunt as a friend, Barker was easily 
recruited for Watergate. He conveyed 
his enthusiasm to the Miami Cubans 
who agreed to help. They all thought 
the U.S., by assuming the duty of ex­ 
posing Castroite interference in the 
1972 election, was about to pay an 
overdue installment on the debt owed 
the veterans of the Bay of Pigs ex­ 
pedition for exposing them on the 
beach by cancellation of a supporting 
air strike. 
Hunt’s story of his personal in­ 
volvement in the Bay of Pigs ex­ 
pedition is fascinating. Whether it is an 
over-romanticized version is a question 
that won’t be resolved until ex-CIA

if Barker and the Cubans are 
socked with cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment for their role in Watergate it will 
set the seal on Uncle Sam s unlovely 
reputation for doing in his friends.

NKW YORK (AP) - NBC’s latest 
contributions to television law and 
order, “ The Magician’’ and “ Police 
Story,” got underway last night. The 
first was a bad fantasy in need of a 
magic wand the size of a baseball bat. 
But “ Police Story,” created by Sgt. 
Joseph Wambaugh of the Los Angeles 
Police Department, was an entirely 
different matter. It was that rarest of 
all television birds—a good, solid cop 
show. 
I don’t know if it’s because Wam­ 
baugh is story consultant on the series, 
but the show omitted two things that 
are standard gear on most police 
shows—frequent gunfire and 90-mile- 
an-hour chase scenes. 
If this keeps up, other television 
writers may accuse Wambaugh of 
pandering to crass realism. 


The opening “ Police Story” rolled 
out a crisp, few-punches-pulled yarn 
about a black pimp named Snake 
McKay and his profitable stable of 
prostitutes in Los Angeles. 
James Farentino starred—the series 
has no regular cast—as an undercover 
cop assigned to get the goods on Snake, 
played to oily, double-crossing, jive- 
talking perfection by Fred Williamson. 
In the show, Farentino poses as a 
pimp who needs six beauties from 
M cKay’s stable for a deal in Hawaii 
and Japan. And he meets Snake’s top 
aide and house madam, portrayed by 
Elizabeth Ashley. 
He gives her a big, con-artist rush, 
only to find himself attracted to her 
and she to him. Which makes it a bit 
sticky, since his off-duty hours are 
spent with a divorcee (Janet Margolin) 
who wants marriage. 
This also could have proved a bit 
sticky in the dialogue department, but 
the scenes worked reasonably w ell- 
each a nicely etched, bittersweet vig­ 
nette about the emotional conflicts of 
being a cop. 


It was a well-acted, fast-moving 
show and seems off to a fine start. The 
exact 
opposite 
is 
true 
of 
“ The 
Magician,” which preceded “ Police 
Story” and wasted the talents of Bill 
Bixby, cast as a prestidigator who 
hates injustice. 
He should have thrown a rabbit at the 
author of last night’s mess, which 
concerned a 
crusading columnist's 
attempt to expose the gambling 
The Dumb Shoe.

' N EW YO RK (A P )' 
Based on his 
performance in dealing with inflation, 
said Prof. Kenneth Galbraith, a just 
reward for Treasury Secretary George 
P. Shultz would be a quick return to the 
University of Chicago as an assistant 
professor. 
“ Let him begin all over again,” said 
Galbraith, 
the 
irreverent 
Harvard 
economist, of Shultz, the form er 
Chicago economist and business school 
(lean who now heads economic policy 
for the Nixon administration. 
►“ Anyone who makes a 
mess of 
economic policy should be relieved and 
marked down as a 
failure,” 
said 
G albraith, a Dem ocrat. 
He also 
nominated for retirement the chair­ 
man of the President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers, Herbert Stein. 
The professor, who more than 
coincidentally is promoting his 17th 
book, “ Economics & the Public Pu r­ 
pose,” branded present economic 
policy as “ the most inept since Herbert 
Hoover,” 
and 
Shultz’s 
impact 
as 
“ zero.” 
“ I think economists should be held 
responsible for their actions,” he said, 
reminding a small group at an author’s 
reception that when prices rose in 
World W ar II the public held the Office 
of Price Administration responsible. 
Galbraith 
said 
current 
economic 
policy, which leans heavily on interest 
rates as a means of suppressing in­ 
flationary spending, involves a fraud. 
“ We do have controls,” he conceded, 
“ but they’re administered by people 
who don't believe in them. It s like 
putting a prostitute in charge of the 
vice squad." 
Taxation was considered politically 
unpopular, he said, partly because 
“ increased taxes have to hit the higher 
spending 
b rackets.” 
And 
fiscal 
restraint as a means of controlling 
inflation, he said, is usually com­ 
promised by other considerations, such 
as defense. 
“ So this means they're conducting 
economic policy only on interest rates, 
running the economy on no controls 
other than those available to Herbert 
Hoover and saying that we have con­ 
trols. This is where the fraud comes 
in.” 
Higher interest rates, he said, are 
discriminatory because the poor are 
borrowers and the rich lenders, and are 
uncertain in their impact. 
A fundamental defect in the Shultz 
and Stein approach, he said, is that 
they base policy on their own optimistic 
forecasts. 
In directing policy, he maintained, 
you cannot act on the basis of what you 
hope or expect but instead you should 
deal with realities, changing policy 
when the realities change. 
Although 
he 
never 
had 
the op­ 
portunity to adm inister economic 
policy, even though he has served in 
several government positions and was 
influential 
in the 
Kennedy 
admin­ 
istration, Galbraith said 
he 
knows 
precisely what he would do if he were in 
charge now. 
His basic program would consist of a 
tax increase on upper incomes, a stiff 
monetary policy and controls, with 
some form of aid to the jobless in the 
weakest areas of the economy.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Want to have 
a fully mechanized farm big enough to 
use all your talents and time? Be 
prepared to spend up to $710,000, says 
the Agriculture Department. 
That is how much U S D A says it 
would take to buy and equip an 800-acre 
corn-soybean farm in 
Indiana, in­ 
cluding $480,000 for the 
land and 
$1:10,000 for other capital. 
The figures are included in a new 
report called “The One Man Farm” 
published by the Economic Research 
Service Various types of operations 
called “technically optimum” in size 
are described. 
Some other examples include: 
- Montana, wheat and barley farm, 
1,960 acres, land value $245,000 and 
other capital $57,000; 
- Kansas, wheat and grain sorghum 
1,950 acres, $200,000 in land and $55 OOO 
in other capital; 


-Louisiana, rice and soybeans, 360 
acres, land value $108,000 and other 
capital $50,OIH); 


Mississippi delta area, cotton and 
soybeans, 600 acres, $255,000 in land 
value and other capital $80,(HK);

said. 
Reali, who sometimes spells his 
name Reale, was arrested in suburban 
Natrona Heights Sept. 23 after he tried 
to commandeer an auto. He has been 
AWOL from Monroe, Va., since last 
Tuesday, officials said. 
Allegheny County detectives said 
Reali told them of his involvement in 
six

while 
they 
were 
questioning him last weekend. 
The information led Hampton, Va., 
authorities to charge Reali Monday 
with the strangulation death of George 
Nicholson, 70. 
Investigation is continuing into 
Reali’s information concerning three 
other deaths in Virginia, police said. 
He is lodged in Allegheny County Jail 
and is awaiting extradition to Virginia.

American pioneer spaceship 
could face Jupiter perils 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A leading 
space scientist has reported that a nail­ 
biting, scientific cliff-hanger is in the 
offing for next month—involving the 
possible destruction of an American 
spacecraft now gunning towards 
Jupiter. 
The word came from Dr. James Van 
Allen, University of Iowa physicist and 
the chief discoverer of the radiation 
belts that surround the earth. 
Van Allen told a Navy-sponsored 
scientific 
conference Tuesday 
that 
A m erica’s 
Pioneer-10 
unmanned 
spacecraft, heading for a “fly by” of 
Jupiter on Dec. 4, could be destroyed 
by radiation 
belts 
presum ed 
to 
surround the faraway planet—if the 
belts are as fearsome as he and some 
other scientists believe they might be. 
On the other hand, he said, some 
other scientists hold this belief: 
The presum ed Jovian radiation 


belts—believed formed by 
the en­ 
trapment of electrified particles from 
the sun by Jupiter’s magnetic field— 
might be, in effect, softened up by the 
influence of some of Jupiter’s multiple 
moons as they orbit the planet. 
And, according to this theory, 
Pioneer-10 would safely ride through 
the belts. 
Declaring 
that 
the spacecraft, 
launched 18 months ago, should begin 
to strike the belts late in November. 
Van Allen said: 
“Potentially, it (the belt area) is an 
enormously 
damaging 
region, 
and 
there’s 
no 
assurance 
that 
the 
spacecraft will survive it. 
“Thus, there will be a very high 
period of excitement ... beginning in 
late November.”

prepared to sail out of disputed fishing 
waters around Iceland today and avert 
for the m om ent Iceland’s threat to 
break diplom atic relations with her 
North A tlantic Treaty Organization 
ally. 


The frigates and the big tugs were 
not to return home, however. They 
were ordered to begin patrolling just 
outside the 50-mile limit unilaterally 
proclaimed by Iceland 13 months ago. 
Prime M inister Edward Heath of 
Britain 
w arned that 
the 
warships 
would move back inside the disputed 
zone if Icelandic gunboats renewed 
their harassm ent of British trawlers. 
The traw lers are defying Iceland’s 
orders to stay clear of the fishing 
grounds. 


Iceland said its four grey gunboats 
would go on hunting what it calls pirate 
trawlers fishing in the 50-mile zone. 
Britain, 
like most 
nations, only 
recognizes a 12-mile territorial limit. 
Iceland m aintains it must have ex­ 
clusive fishing rights in all waters 
within 50 miles of its border to main­ 
tain its vital fishing industry.

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio (A P )— A 15- 
year-old West Side girl began a series 
of rabies treatmert shots this week 
after health authorities confirmed she 
was bitten by a rabid bat that flew into 
her bedroom window last week.

The city said it was 
Youngstown’s first human case of 
rabies in 20 years.

Other family members 
caught the bat in the room and killed it 
by stamping on it.
